R. Richberg left the city’s employ as 
special gas counsel, which place he 
had held for years. The city had won 
in the lower courts, but yesterday’s 
decision by the Supreme et nulli- 
fies these victories. 


Eads Hopes of Refund. 


The decision makes waste paper of 
thousands of yellowed gas bills which 
Chicago householders have been sav- 
ing for ten years in the hope that some 
day a refund might be obtained on 
them. Gas consumers were urged to 
save their bills during the years from 
1911 to 1917 and many of them, it is 
said, did so in the hope that the city 
might be successful in its suit.

CRIMINAL ACT. 
At the last session of the legislature the sen- 
tence for robbery with a gun was changed from 
ten years to life to from one year to life in the 
penitentiary. The change in the law was consid- 
ered necessary because experience had shown, so 
the legislature believed, that séntimental juries 
would not inflict the penalty carrying, the longer 
minimum. 
Under this new law, four youths were convicted 
and sentenced. They were members of a gang 
of young criminals who had committed 101 rob- 
beries and one murder. These four were held to 
be guilty only of the robbery charges. 
Under the new law they will become eligible 
for parole in about eleven months. A sentence 
of possibly less than a year for robbery with a 
gun, and one of the boys had served time before! 
We do not say that they will be out in eleven 
months. Probably they will not. Nor do we 
say that eleven months in some cases may. not 
be enough in special cases. 
What we do wish to point out is the necessity 
of backing up what is evidently an accepted policy

REGOR MENDEL, the monk, 
peasant boy of Europe, who 
spent years with purple and 
white garden peas to prove a) 
theory in genetics, would be satisfied if 
he could see what Mendelism has 
stirred from the mighty clods of an Lili- 
nois corn field. By applying Mendel’s 
law, Harvey J. Sconce of Sidell, ‘il., 
has produced corn of various heights 


and shapes with stalks, leaves, tassels, 
shucks, kernels, silks, and cobs tinted 
with almost every color in the spec- 
trum. 


Sconee’s- miragy fields -of corn, 


brightly colored as if the plants had 
been smeared by the broad end of an 
April, rainbow, cause farmers, plant 
breeders and genetic students to blink 
their eyes many times. It has taken 
@ quarter of a century for this Bur- 
bank of corn to perfect, through the 
proceas of breeding and selecting, these 
strange specimens of maize on Fair- 
view farm where the allver white and 
golden varieties have been grown for 


raised corn to be used as feed for live 


stock and to make meal cocked a/ 


skeptical eye at the experiment plots 
when Mr. Sconce started his fanciful 
corn breeding work in 1902. They 
were doubtful of the outcome when

To be sure, 
it is not the peppery black radish, often 
served thus, but it is far more reason- 
able to eat the sweet confection, we 
believe, than the bitingly hot one. It 
may be just as good for us as refresh- 
ing raw fruit. It has a delicious sweet-

method of preparation. Remember to 
have it crisp and fresh, not wilted. 
Or take a pice sweet turnip and 
after washing, peeling and slicing it 
rather thin, cut these nice slices into 


too dark in color when it is cooked, 
because ‘it has been boiled, 


fiber of the turnip has been made so 


harsh by strong cooking that it is 
hardly edible. Worse than that,- an 


element is brought out by harsh boil- 
ing that may make it bitter, just as 
tea is made bitter when the harsher 
elements in the cellulose of the tea 
leaf flavors the liquid. 


We say it over and over again that 


its sugar is always dissolved by the 
hot water when it is cooked and should 
the water be thrown away this is a 


total loss. It seems a paradox, but 


really the turnip seems to be dried 
up somewhat when it is cooked in a 
lot of water. At any rate, what re- 
mains is just a framework, minus all 
the precious elements that give a raw 
turnip flavor and quality. A turnip 
can be poor because of the soil in 
which it is grown or because of neglect 
while it is growing, but it is poor on 
this account only once in scores of 
times as compared with its inferiority 
because of poor cooking. It can be 
cooked in but a little water and en- 
abled to keep its own delicately spicy 
juice instead of 
water for it. 

We have called this recipe by many 
names, such as “diced rutabaga,” 
“ hashed turnip,” and by other names. 
To prepare tugnip in this fashion, 
wash it with a brush thoroughly, slice 
it. and cut the slices into dice. A 
large turnip will make about a quart 
and a half of pieces. Put this into a 
flat bottomed aluminum kettle having 
a clamp cover and with ecnly four 
tablespoons of water. As soon as the 
water boils, clamp the cover tight and 
cook about half an hour. 


Cooking White Turnip. 

There are various ways of cooking 
white turnip. We may peel and slice 
it almost as thin as kohlrabi is cut. 
Then barely cover the slices with water 
in a small covered kettle and cook over 
a small fire. 


The new white turnip will often cook 
tender in from ten to fifteen minutes 
when it hasn’t wilted at all. Finally, 
take off the cover and let any water 
cook away—remember that part of 
that water is something that has 
cooked out of the turnip and can be 
really almost cooked back. We are ac- 
customed to finish this recipe by say- 
ing add salt and butter to the turnip 
and enjoy it, but a grate or two of 
pepper may be agreeable, although it 
has seemed to us like adding pepper 
to ice cream, 


The pepper improves the rutabaga 
when used discreetly, whether mashed 
or cooked in dice and buttered, but this 
is not so worth while with the white 
turnip, which we believe should be 
cooked as carefully to be ideal as 
steamea dumplings, that is, ig is a 
mistaké to take off the cover care- 
lessly or to leave it off when the 
vegetable is not cooked, etc. Only a 
bit of butter is really needed when 
these are rightly cooked and it will 
make each piece shine, but should we 
mash the turnip it will absorb much 
more butter and not be-nearly as sa- 
vory. .

Turnip Cookery. 

Good turnip cookery may be ex- 
tremely simple and yet it is not easy, 
we judge from the vilely cooked ruta- 
‘baga that We have not infrequently 
to seen or had served to us. Having 
Tho seen this and known a good deal about 
tb ol it, we have reason to believe that no 
vegetable is more carelessly prepared, 
ih Ye in general, than the turnip. It is often 
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be cooked with onions for an agreeable 
dish. Wash, peel carefully or with the 
thinnest parings and slice thin one 
bunch of small new white turnips and 
add to the slices one or two silver 
skinned onions, sliced. 


A small boiler, which will be half 
filed with this quantity, is best for 
the cooking. Add to the vegetables 
three-fourths cup of water, one tea- 
spoon of sugar and a tablespoon. of but- 
ter. As soon as the water boils—boil- 
ing water may be used at the start, 
but it will be cooled somewhat—cover 
the boiler and set over a tiny fire or 
just enough to keep the water boiling. 
They should be tender in about twenty 
minutes. When they are tender add 
a little salt and serve witl.out any fur- 
ther addition, or any water in them may 
be cooked away and the whole mashed. 
The little slices of turnip, when cooked 
in this fashion, are excellent when 
cold with a French dressing, and they 
also make a pleasing garnish for a 
salad of cooked vegetablas. 


Turnip Tos. 

Every little while some one comes 
forward recommending; turnip greens 
for curative or health purposes. These 
people are usually from some of the 
southern states, where turnip greens 
have always been used, more or less. 
Early last July a physician got Asso- 
ciated Press attention by saying that 
the lowly turnip green was one of the 
south’s greatest assets, and that the 
tops of turnips had done more to pro- 
mote health in the south than any- 
thing else. Why the bleached turnip 
greens are any more health promoting 
than the turnip itself we should like 
to know. It was that type of green 
that we once found in the Baltimore 
market, though the green sort may 
be sold. 


When one needs the green sort, it is 
possible to get rather handsome and 
edible plants by cutting off the tops of 
white turnips’ and setting these in 
water. The greens will sprout and 
grow rapidly, and it would thus be 
possible to get our water soluble B 
that way sometimes.

Careful Thought in 
Planning the Kitchen 
Is Amply Repaid in 
Increased Comfort 
and Efficiency

| Ow could any housewife fail to 
take pleasure in preparing a 

meal or washing the dishes in 

a comfortably equipped, light, 

airy, cheerful, and decorative kitchen? 
For those , who are intending to 
build, there are several timely sugges- 
tions to be made. Two of the most 
important considerations are light and 
ventilation. If it is at all possible, the 
kitchen ought to have three exposures, 
but in many cases this is impossible. 
However, by all means insist that the 
architect plan for at least two expo- 
sures. This gives opportunity for a 
better circulation of air through the 
kitchen, which is quite essential if 
the room is to be cool in the summer 
and free at all times from food odors. 
_ It need not be extra large in dimen- 
sions to be convenient, but should be 
well equipped with built-in features, 
such as china and cooking utensil 
cupboards, ironing board, plenty of 
Grawer space for the kitchen linen, 
closet space for brooms, vacuum 
cleaner, etc., refrigerator, small closet 


for old garden wearing apparel, etc. 


The old fashioned appendage in the 
form of a pantry that once associated 
itself with every efficient kitchen has 
given place to the modern idea of cup- . 
boards, which usually grace all avail- 


able wall space. 


Then, too, the modern kitchen hard- 
ly seems complete without its little 
breakfast nook, either as part of the 
' kitchen proper or in close proximity 


to it. 


There should always be an entry or 
small vestibule to cvery kitchen just 
. jargwe enough to accommodate at least 
@ small table and, if possible, the ice- 
box or refrigerator. The refrigerator 
should be placed on an outside wall so 
it can be filled from the porch... It also 
should not be placed near a gas or 
eoal range if there is room for it any- 
where else in the kitchen. Refrigera- 
tors which are artificially cooled, using 
either gas .dr electricity to operate 
them, are a decided improvement over 


the old type of icebox. 


A double drain top deep apron 
enameled sink is the most practical 
and convenient kind to use and should 
be placed preferably just under a 
group of two or more windows. At 
each side of the sink is an ideal spot 
‘to have your cupboards for china, 
cooking utensils and drawer space for 


the kitchen linen.

The succulence of a turnip, expressed

tidn, means that its edible portion is 
about 90 per cent water. Its peel is 
much more woody, 89 not so watery. 
The water in a turnip is cool when the 
turnip is unwilted and may advanta: 
geously take the place of a drink of 
plain coid water, advantageously be- 
cause flavored water is pleasanter to 
imbibe than plain. This turnip juice ts 
a mineral water. It is also a sweetened 
water because there is a little sugar 
in it, as in most vegetables. 


Instantly here we feel like discussing 
what may happen to the sugar ard to 
the minerals when the turnip is cooked. 
and a favorite way we have of illus- 
trating a poir't about this is to say that 
two or three drops of lemon juice in 
one tablespoon of sweetened water will 
taste like lemonade, but two or three 
dfops of lemon juice plus the same 
amount of sugar used to sweeten a 
tablespoon of water, if put into half a 
clip of water, makes but an insipid 
thing.

Cooking White Turnip. 

There are various ways of cooking 
white turnip. We may peel and slice 
it almost as thin as kohirabi is cut. 
Then barely cover the slices with water 
in a small covered kettle and cook over 
a small fire. : 


The new white turnip will often cook 
tender in from ten to fifteen minutes 
when it hasn’t wilted at all, Finally, 
take off the cover and let any water 
cook away-—remember. that part of 
that water is something that has 
cooked out of the turnip and ¢an be 
really almost cooked back. We are ac- 
customed to finish this recipe by say- 
ing add salt and butter to the turnip 
ahd wnjoy it, but a grate or two of 


pepper may be agreeable, although it} 


has seemed to us like adding pepper 
to ice cream. 

The pepper improves the rutabaga 
when used discreetly, whether mashed 
or cooked in dice and buttered, but this 
is not so worth while with the white 
turnip, which we believe should be 
cooked ae carefully to be ideal as 
steamea dumplings, that is, it is a 
mistake to take off the cover care- 
leasliy or to leave it off when the 


vegetable is not cooked, etc. Only‘a/ 


bit of butter is really needed when 
these are rightly cooked and it will 
make each piece shine, but should we 
mash the turnip it will absorb much 
more butter and not be nearly as sa: 


vory. ; 
New Turnip with Onion. 
Old time cooks used to cook a little 
turnip with onions to subdue the onion | 
odor, but our experiments have 
brought us to conclude that there is 
nothing like gentle cooking with a 
few pelery leaves, dry or fresh, to keep 
people from knowing that they are 
going to have boiled onions for Sinner. 
Small new turnips, for a change, may 
be cooked with onions for an agreeable 
dish Wash, peel carefully or with the 
thinnest parings and slice thin one 
ch of small new white turnips and 
add to the slices one or two silver 
skinned onions, sliced. 

A wmall boiler, which will be half 
filled with this quantity; it best for 
the cooking. Add to the vegetablus 
three-fourths cup of water, ofe ten: 
spoon of sugar and a tablespoon of but: 
ter. As soon as the water boile—boil- 
ing water may be used at the start, 
but it will be cooled sormewhat—<cover 
the boller and set over a tiny fire or 
just enough to keep the water boiling.

Lafayette's Tomb 
Found toLliem | 
Old Execution Pit 


Is.—(?)—Americans’ frequent 

p visits to Lafayette’s tomb have 

brought to light the little known 

fact that he lies in what was once 

an execution pit. The Picpus cemetery 

was a gravel bed where the bodies 

of more than a thousand of the French 

nobility, executed during the revolu- 
tion of 1798, were thrown. 

Lafayette was related to some of the 
nobles who were beheaded, and his 
body, therefore, was placed in this 
cemetery, which, aside from its origin, 
is perhaps the most unusual in France. 

The Princesse de Hohenzgliern, mem- 
bers of whose family were revolu- 
tionary victims, returned to France 
after the country became quiet and 
obtained a secret authorization from 
the government to establish a ceme- 
tery. She was enabled to buy the sand 
pit where the 1793 executioners tossed 
the bodies of those beheaded on what 
is now the Place de la Nation, near by. 

There were 1,306 bodies there. Of 
these about 160 were of certain noble 
families that codperated in establish- 


to|ing the cemetery. It is private prop-

By Jane Eddington 
succutent roots (succulent 
means they are largely water or 
juice, good medicinal! juice) have, 
like the rose, their sweet odors 
and like the delectable fruits, their fia- 
vors due to the presence in them of 
sugars and acids and volatile oils. Most 
‘of their odor and aroma is due to-these 
oils. The presence of these elements 
must, however, be recognized by every 
‘gook or that presence will be as good 
jag not there. Volatile means the abiiity 
te fy, and to fly away from foods 
often, leaving something behind great- 
ly the worse for that flying or de- 

parture. 

The succulence of a turnip, expressed 
fm the terms of its chemical composi- 
tion, means that its edible portion is 
about 90 per cent water. Its peel is 
‘much more woody, so not so watery. 
‘The water in a turnip is cool when the 
‘turnip is unwilted and may advanta- 
geously take the place of a drink of 
cold water, advantageously be- 
é@ause flavored water is pleasanter to 


up somewhat when it is cooked in a 
lot of water. At any rate, what re- 
mains is just a framework, minus all 
the precious elements that give a raw 
turnip flavor and quality. A turnip 
can be poor because of the soil in 
which it is grown or because of neglect 
while it is growing, but it is poor on 
this account only once in scores of 
times as compared with its inferiority 
because of poor cooking. It can be 
cooked in but a little water and en- 
abled to keep its own delicately spicy 
juice instead of exchanging plain 
water for it. 

We have called this recipe by many 
names, such as “diced rutabaga,” 
“ hashed turnip,” and by other names, 
To prepare turnip in. this fashion, 
wash it with a brush thoroughly, slice 
it. and cut the slices into dice. A 
large turnip will make about a quart 
and a half of pieces. Put this into a 
flat bottomed aluminum kettle having 
a.clamp cover and with enly four 
tablespoons of water. As soon as the 
water. boils, clamp the cover tight and 
cook about half an hour. 


Cooking White Turnip. 
There are various ways of cooking

Instantly here we feel like discussing 


what may happén to the sugar and to

‘and a favorite way we have of illus- 
trating a point about this is to say that 
‘two or three drpps of lemon juice in 
wne tablespoon of sweetened water will 
taste like lemonade, but two or three 
drops of lemon: juice plus the same 
@mount of sugar used to sweeten a 
tablespoon of water, if put into halfa 
cup of water, makes but an insipid 
‘thing. The sugar and minerals in the 
‘turnip must be diluted (they are easily 
@issolved, especially in hot cooking 
water). 


Raw Turnip. 
And here is a hobby of my own. Why 
not get this medicinal juice by washing 


3 ‘a well chilled yellow turnip, cutting a 


‘thick slice off.its more or less woody 
top until you reach the 90 per cent 
‘watery part, or slice off the top to the 
‘point where the turnip has the largest 
\cireumference, and then scrape up the 
‘turnip to a delicious, cool, fluffy sweet 
lfoam? Perhaps it is primitive to eat it 
‘g0, but why should it be? To be sure, 
it ig not the peppery black radish, often 
served thus, but it is far more reason- 
jable to eat the sweet confection, we 
believe, than the bitingly hot one. It 
‘may be just as good for us as refresh- 
\ing raw fruit. It has a delicious sweet- 
mess and there has been,no chance to 
destroy the vitamins by heat, or a lot 
of cooking water, or by any wrong 


method of preparation. Remember to 


have it crisp and fresh, not wilted. 
(| Or take a nice sweet turnip and 
after washing, peeling and slicing it 
rather thin, cut these nice slices into 
attractive strips and eat them raw as 
@ relish, as one does @ radish. The two 
Mifferent. roots belong to the same fam- 
iy and the turnip, less the hot temper 
of the radish, is really by far the pleas- 
anter thing to eat raw. 

Turnip flavor is almost as essential 
in most of the vegetable soups as it 
is to perfect bouillons and. con- 
'gommes. It also gives a superior touch 
jer flavor to vegetable hashes and also 
for certain vegetable stuffings. There 
are Ways of bringing out its flavor 
by caramelizing the vegetable some- 
jwhat which are superior and probably 


white turnip. We may peel and slice 
it almost as thin as kohlrabi is cut. 
Then barely cover the slices with water 
in a small covered kettle and cook over 
a small fire. 

The new white turnip will often cook 
tender in from ten to fifteen minutes 
when it hasn't wilted at all. Finally, 


take off the cover and let any water /. 


cook away-—remember that part of 
that water is something that has 
cooked out of the turnip and ¢an be 
really almost cooked back. We are ac- 
customed to finisif this recipe by say- 
ing add salt and butter to the turnip 
and enjoy it, but a grate or two of 
pepper may be agreeable, although it 
has seemed to us like adding pepper 
to ice cream, 


The pepper improves the rutabaga 
when used discreetly, whether mashed 
or cooked in dice and buttered, but this 
is not so worth while with the white 
turnip, which we believe should be 
cooked as carefully to be ideal as 
steamea dumplings, that is, it is a 
mistake to take off the cover care- 
lessly or to leave it off when the 
vegetable is not cooked, etc. Only a 
bit of butter is really needed when 
these are rightly cooked and it will 
make each piece shine, but should we 
mash the turnip it will absorb much 
more butter and not be nearly ag sa- 
vory. . 
New Turnip with Onion. 

Old time cooks used to cook a little 
turnip with onions to subdue the onion 
odor, but our experiments have 
brought us to conclude that there is 


‘nothing like gentle cooking with a 


few celery leaves, dry or fresh, to keep 
people from knowing that. they are 
going to have boiled onions for iinner. 
Small new turnips, for a change, may 
be cooked with onions for an asrreeable 
dish. Wash, peel carefully or with the 
thinnest parings and slice thin one 
bunch of small new white turnips and 
add to the slices one or two. silver 
skinned onions, sliced. 

A small boiler, which will be half 
filed with this quantity, is. best for 
the cooking. Add to the vegetables 


three-fourths cup of water, one tea- 


spoon of sugar and a tablespoon of but- 
ter.
